THE MORMON EXODUS. 


BRIGHAM YOUNG AS THE MORMON MOSES. 


(By Edward W. Tullidge. ) 


Early in February, 1846, the Saints 
began to cross the Mississippi in flat 
boats, old lighters, and a number of 
skiffs, forming, says the President's 
Journal quite a fleet,” which was at 
2 night and day under the direc. 

"ot the police, commanded by 
their captain, Hosea Stout. 

Oa the 15th of the same month, 
Brigham Young, witb his family ac- 
companied by Willard ‘Richards and 
family, and George A. Smith, also 
erossed the Missiedippi from Nauvoo, 


and proceeded tothe Camps of Israel,” | 


as they were styled by the Saints, which 
wuited on the west side of the river, 
a few miles on the way, for the coming 
of their leader. These were to form 
the vanguard of the migrating Saints, 
who were to follow from the various 
States where they were located, or 
had organized themselves into flour- 
ishing Branches and Conferences ; and 
soon after this period also began to 
pour across the Atlantic that tide of 
emigration from Europe, whiob has 
since swelled to the number of about 
oue hundred thousand souls. 


As yet the Camps of Israel were 
unorganized, awaiting the coming of 
the President, on Sagar Creek, which 
he and his companions reached at 
dusk. The uext day he was) busy or- 
ganizing the company, acting the 
part of a father to everybody, and 
on the day following, which was 
February 17th, at 9 50 a.m., the bre- 
thren of the camp bad assembled near 


the bridge, to receive their initiatory 


iustructious, and take the word of 
command from their chosen leader. 
In Nauvoo the Saints had heard 
the magic cry, to your tents, 
Israel! Aud in sublime fuith and 
trust, such as bistery scarcely gives 
an example of, they had obc yeu, — 
to follow their leader, whi 
— might direct their pil ; — 
True, they possessed unbounded con- 
idence in him, and, if possible, seal} 
greater confidence in ‘their destiny as a 
people, but the task before him was 
almost 


auperhuma. and a friendly 
looker-on might have well been par- 
doned had he patised ere he ounood 
the man Brighant equal to the tak, 
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for that would have declared bim to 
be fully the equal of Moses in a strictly 
Mosaic work. 

Brigham leaped into a wagon and 
sent his clarion voice ringing its first 
note of command. The dullest ear 
in the camp was awakened with the 
cry, Attention, the whole Camp of 
Israel.” There was no prosaic prelude 
of wrongs—no harangue on their peril- 
ous journey, such as a demagogue 
might have made; nor was it merely 
the inspiring method of a great man, 
who, trusting in himself, sought to 
carry his people to a triumphant issue 
by the magic of his own genius. It 
was more than that. It was the man 
of destiny with the spirit of his mis- 
sion in him; a man greater at that 
moment than he himself knew or 
aimed to be; a man greater than even 
to-day, after all his successes, he sees 
himself, at that supreme moment of 
his life. 

Here, from the leader’s private 
journal, is the simple telling of the 
epic of that day: On the 17th, at 
** 9.50 a. m., all the brethren of the 
camp assembled near the bridge, 
“* when I arose in a wagon, and cried 
„ with a loud voice, Attention, the 
„ whole camp of Israel!’ ” 

This is truly Napoleonic in its com- 
manding grip; but this is hemely 
1 It is treating an exodus, 
which writers of every age have con- 
fessed to be the grandest of epic sub- 
jects, as an ordinary every-day affair. 

The Mormons were setting out, un- 
der their leader, from the borders of 
civilization, with their wives and their 
children, in broad daylight, before the 
very eyes of ten thousand of their 
enemies, who would have preferred 
their utter destruction to their flight,“ 
petwithstanding they had enforced it 
by treaties outrageous beyond descrip- 
tion, inasmuch as the exiles were 
nearly all American born, many: of 
them tracing their ancestors to the 

founders of the mation. They 
to make a journey of fifteen bun- 


dred miles over trackless prairies, | 
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sandy deserts and rocky mountains, 
through bands of warlike Indians, who 
had been driven, exasperated, towards 
the West ; and at last, to seek out and 
build up their Zion in valleys then 
unfruitful, in a solitary region where 
the foot of the white man had scarcel 

trod. These, too, were to be followed 
by the aged, the halt, the sick and the 
blind, the poor, who were to be helped 
by their little less destitute brethren, 
and the delicate young mother with 
her new-born babe at her breast, and 
still worse, for they were not only 
threatened with the extermination of 
the peor remnant at Nauvoo, but news 
had arrived that the parent-govern- 
ment designed to pursue their pioneers 
with troops, take from them their 
arms, and scatter them, that they 
might perish by the way, and leave 
their bones bleaching in the wilder- 


ness. 
Yet did Brigham Young deal with 
the exodus of his people as simply in 
its opening as he did in his daily jour- 
nal record of it. So, indeed, did the 
entire Mormon community. They all 
seeued as oblivious of the stupendous 
meaning of an exodus, as did the first 
workers on railroads of the vast 
meaning to civilization of that wonder 
of the age. A people trusting in their 
God, the Mormons were, in their 
mission, superior to the greatest human 
trials, and in their childlike faith equal 
to almost superhuman undertakings. 
To-day, however, with the astonish- 
ing change which has come over the 
spirit of the scene, on the whole Pacific 
slope, since the Mormons pioneered 
our nation towards the setting sun, 
the picture of a modern Israel in their 
exodus has almost faded from the 
pular mind; but, in the centuries 
nee, when the passing events of this 
e shall have each taken their proper 
place, the historian will point back to 
that exodus in the New World of the 
West, as one quite worthy to rank 
with the immortal exodus of the chil- 
dren of Israel.

2. In the second place, new laws of 
military service in Russia, coming into 
operation shortly after the promulga 
tion of the new real-property laws in 
Palestine, have greatly tended to lead 
Israel's weary steps back to their own 
land. Formerly, in Russia, they were 
not, as a body, compelled to take 
arms, but were allowed, if they chose, 
to pursue their useful peaceful avoca 
tions ; now, however, this has all beeu 
changed. Russia has been, ever since 
the Crimean war, preparing for the 
next yreat struggle against Turkey, 
and part of that preparation bas been 
the introduction, in 1874, of the Ger. 
man scheme of military service, which 
forces all the Jewish population in her 
dominions to enter the army. 

All Jews throughout Russia are 
now required to be enrolled and drilled 
at the age of twenty-one Israelites 
are singularly averse to the military 
calling. They have, therefore, taken 
alarm at the terms of this new system. 
Moreover, they are especially dis 
inclined to fight for Russia. in that 
country they have suffered much—in 
eommon with all who differ from it— 
at the hands of the Greek Church. 
Many persecuting laws have been 


—— ainst them, more especially 
Poluud. 


Now, in Palestine, tbey are still 
entirely exempt from service in the 
army. A trifling poll-tax, amounting, 
I believe, to about a majeedy (four 
shillings) a bead, is taken from Jews 
and Christians in Syria in lieu of their 
liability to conscription. They have, 
thercfure, decided to leave Russia 
when and how they can. This is not 
easily managed, for such are the des 
potic laws of that State, that in many 
cases their preparation fur departure 
would be a ground for their imprison 
ment. Still, great numbers of them 
are now arriving in Jerusalem, and 
they already form a very new element 
of wealth and influence in the Holy 
City. During the years 1871 to 1874, 
- my steamer from Russia brought 
her large quota of Hebrew passengers, 
and those whose business it was to 


meet travelers at Jaffa, and conduct 
them to Zion, marked with astonish- 
ment the great crowds that came by 
these ships. This state of things, it 
is said, still continues. 

I have myself sv heard from 
their brethren in Jerusalem, and from 
Turkish officials in that city, who 
were in a position to know, that the 
Russian Jews, in a body, have, ever 
since the adoption of the German 
system of military service in 1874, 
anxiously sought to leave Musoovite 
territory, and settle in the Holy Land. 
They cannot, if they would, escape all 
at once. The stream of emigration, 
however, is now slowly but steadily 
flowing towards Emmanuel’s Land, 
and will, there is every reason to 
believe, continue to flow—the more 
epeedily as the dark war-clouds now 
impending settle down on Europe— 
till Russia is emptied of a Hebrew 
population that probably numbers one- 
third of the whole nation of the Jews. 
[The number of Jews (chiefly of the 
two tribes of Judah and Benjamin) 
scattered throughout the world is 
variously estimated. It is probably 
not less than 5,000,000, and not more 
than 10,000,000. | 

3. Bat we have yet to notice the 
influence on this movement of a new 
civilization in Syria. Neither the 
facilities for acquiring land in Pales- 
tine, nor the dread of military service 
in Russia, would have been induce- 
ments strong enough to have led back 
Eurupean Jews to the country as it 
was some thirty years ago, in 1847. 
In those days Jerusalem could not be 
entered save in Eastern costume; the 
Jews were shut up in their own un- 
wholesome quarter, and it would have 
been death to live amongst the Turks, 
No one could venture alone outside the 
walls of Jerusalem after dark, much 
less live in any country house. A 
Jew of highest position walking 
through the Suk (bazaars) was liable to 
the grossest insult, for which there 
could be no redress. 

For instance, a Turk would take off 
his shoe, throw it at the poor fellow, 
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and hailing him as a dog, bid him 
fetch it, an indignity to which he was 
bound to submit. Fanaticism, vio- 
lence, ignorance, and dishonesty had 
everything their own way. Such was 
the state of things in the towns. In 
the country districts the land was 
wholly uninhabitable for Europeans. 
There was not a single road in the 
country; and when it is added that 
the Bedouin Arabs at harvest time 
swept across the unprotected fords of 
the Jordan, to rob the threshing floors 
and levy black mail, we have a true 
outline of the terrible picture of ruin 
presented by Emmanuel’s Land some 
years ago. Now, the change that has 
taken place in all this is indeed very 
striking. 

Other improvements bave taken 
place. Until five years ago, the gutes 
of Jerusalem were all shut at sunset, 
and were not opened, except to the 
privileged possessor of a special pass, 
until the next day. This higbly in- 
convenient practice came to an end 
some five years ago. 

At Jaffa, by command of the Gov- 
ernor, the massive town wall, an ex- 
tensive fortification, has within the 
last few years been pulled ‘down, and 
some of the stones were bought, as 
building material for a new school 
bouse in connection with Miss Walker 
Arnott’s excellent work. Shops have 
of late sold European commodities ; 
so that some of the comforts and 
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luxuries of Western life may now be 
procured; and vegetables or fruits, 
which formerly were so scarce, are 
now cheap and abundant. 

No less than three Building Societies 
have been organized among the Jews, 
which are rapidly erecting new houses, 
and of which Sir Moses Montefiore has 
given an excellent account. Another 
remarkable fact is that an Ordnance 
Survey Map of Palestine from Dan to 
Beersheba is nearly completed by the 
English Palestine Exploration Society, 
on the scale of an inch to a mile. 

Now that to Turkish bankruptcy 
has been added an awful outbreak of 
Turkish barbarity, the crisis has come, 
and the dread settlement of the East- 
ern question can, it is felt on all 
hands, no longer be delayed. What 
that settlement is in part to be, is 
written over and over again in the 
Word of God. When the river 
Euphrates,” the symbol of the Turk- 
ish power, is dried up, it is that ‘‘ the 
way of” the Jews, the kings of the 
East, may be prepared.” Israel are 
to return to their own land. This 
event, in its incipient stage, I have 
shown to be now actually taking place. 
That which is yet to be looked for is 
the restoration of the Jewish nation- 
ality under the protection of some one 
or more of the Great Powers. And 
all this is preparatory to the Second 
Coming of Christ.— Rev. J. Neil, lately 
Incumbent of Christ Church, Jerusalem.

Great are the evils 
which result from the use of strong 
drink, yet conld we see clearly the 
fountains of human ills, we sbould 
discover that in the power to injure 
society, the thirst for ardent spirits 
has been surpassed of late by the long- 
ing for elegant homes and elegant 
furniture, and what are called the 
‘‘appointments” in the fashionable 
tongue. It is quite probable that the 
‘fappointments” of former times, a. 
decanter and a glass, injured the 
world less profoundly, for intemper- 
ance has often left the conscience and 
all the moral sentiments noble; but 
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the love of display seems always to 
drag the mind and soul into ruin, 
leaving no sentiment in full vigor 
except vanity. At least, this is true, 
that intemperance is a known, a con- 
fessed evil, and men have learned to 
be on guard ; whereas this passion for 
display is a half concealed enemy, 
hiding behind such saints as taste and 
beauty. Of the hundred cases of 
fraud that a year or a month reveals, 
not a tenth part of them spring from 
the passions that once were wont to 
devastate society, but from a new 
madness the frauds spring—a hunger 
for home magnificence. The Roman 
republic was compelled once to pass a 
law forbidding the consuls from going 
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that. Tae people had seen the tax 
lists and the wars and the bribes that 
came from splendor, and they ordained 
by law that their republic should 
make an experiment in simplicity. 
But the law was in vain. The bar- 
barian love of display was all through 
and through the people. To gratify 
their tastes they would sack any city 
and strip the rings from the dying 
women, or gold from the altars of 
yods. When Rome died it was full of 
furniture, and tapestry, and marble, » 
but empty of souls. No man or wo- 
man of mind or virtue had trodden its 
elegant parlors for a hundred years. 
When high style comes in at the deor, 
reason flies out of the window.—Pro-

*“SURPLUS” WOMEN. 


We make the following extracts from 
an editorial in a recent number of the 
New York Sun: — 

Massachusetts finds herself just at 
present laboring under all tbe difficul- 
ties incidental to, and inseparable from, 
an actually existing and constantly 
increasing plethora of women. The 
surplus of women in Massachusetts, or 
rather of women and girls, which was 
50,000 in 1870, was last year some. 
thing more than 63,000, the whole 
number of males in the State being 
794,883, and of females 857,529. 
* * * The question is, What shall 
we do with them? It is one of the 
gravest problems of the day. It de- 
mands immediate attention, inasmuch 
as, according to the latest statistics, 
the over-production of women still 
continues, and the surplus is steadily 
increasing. The best brains in Boston 
are now engaged in endeavoring to 
remedy a state of affairs which seri 
ously threatens the prosperity of the 
Commonwealth. An outlet must be 
found in some direction 
Another alarming feature in connection 
with this surplus of women, is the 
marked decline in the number of mar 
riages of late years. Since the panic 
of 1873, the matrimonial market has 
been unprecedently dull.” 


| 


The condition of affairs above de- 
scribed is certainly of the gravest 
character. When the great excess 
of females is coupled with the grow- 
ing aversion of the sterner sex to 
marriage, the question what is to 
be done about it,” becomes indeed a 
problem worthy the attention of the 
wisest minds in the nation. There 
are other States which are similarly 
situated to Massachusetts. The ex- 
cess of females over males may not 
be so great, but the difference is suf- 
ficient to give rise to serious cogitation. 

We venture to assert that the Mor- 
mon“ solution of this difficult problem 
is the only effectual remedy for the evil 
complained of. Let the barriers thrown 
up in the road to matrimony be en- 
tirely removed, and give all those 
63,000 women and girls with the 
thousands of others not enumerated, 
a full and free opportunity for mer- 
riage. They cannot each find a sole 
partner for life; let the law permit 
them to join their interests and for- 
tunes in the plural family relation- 
ship. 

Instead of encouraging marriage, 
human laws in the various States 
prevent it. And in New York a new 
hindrance to marriage is agitating the 
public mind. The State Board of 
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Education contemplates shutting out 
married women as teachers in the 
ublic schools. This regulation would 
as foolish as it is cruel and impolitic. 
Mothers certainly should understand 
the dispositions of children, and bow 
to reach their hearts and train their 
minds better than those who have 
never experienced maternity. And to 
say to a young lady teacher, if you 
marry you must leave your situation, 
is an attempt to crush within her the 
highest and holiest prompting. of her 
nature, while it tends to encourage 
illegitimate gratification of natural 
passion, and swell the dark tide of 
social evil which fills the land with 
crime and corruption. 

The so-called Christian nations will 
find out after a while the folly of sup 
posing that man knows more than 

, and that human legislation is 
superior to divine law. God never 
gave a commandment restricting mar- 
riage, except in exceptional circum. 
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stances and for temporary purposes. 
But men enact statutes making it 


criminal for twc or more women to be 
married to the same partner, while 
they wink at illicit cohabitation, and 
either license or give a semi-counte- 
nance to promiscuous intercourse. 

If the single men of Massachusetts 
will not fulfill the great command- 
ment, and take wives of the vast army 
of women from which they can choose, 
let the married men have the opportu- 
nity to take the unprovided women 
under their shelter and protectio 
legally, honorably and with due rega 
for existing matrimonial relations, 
This will relieve woman from being a 
drug in the social market. She will 
become more valuable by scarcity, and 
bachelors will become more eager to 
secure partners. And the term sur- 
plus women” will soon be expunged, 
as it ought to be, from the State 
vocabulary.— Ogden Junction.

ADULTERATION 


OF TEA.

The tea is not pure; like rum tbat 
is sold, it is doctored, extended and 
manufactured until the cup that cheers 
has become a poisoned chalice, which 
works, in its slow and insidious way, 
the destruction of the stomach. Not 
long ago scientific gentlemen in Lon- 
don aualyzed samples of tea. Of the 
twenty teas analyzed only one was 
found to be genuiue ; the other nine- 


teen samples were adulterated with 


— or black lead, tea dust, iron 
lings, sand, and fragments of quartz 
in variable quantities. No, since 
tea contains naturally a large quantity 
of tannin, we have brought together 
in the adulteration some of the chief 
constituents which enter into the com 
position of ink, and by appropriate 
treatment a bottle of ink was made 
from one of the samples of tea in 
question. What has been accom 
plished.in the laboratory it is not im- 

Wie may arise in the human sto- 


mach, into which largely adulterated 
iron filing tea has been received. 
Iron slowiy dissolved by the acid of 
the tea forms tannate of iron, and 
the color of the infusion made with 
such tea becomes darkened, so greatly 
preferred by many people that the 
Chinese have been led to make the 
adulteration. It is said by physicians 
that the death of one of the leading 
tea dealers in New York was caused 
by continually tasting tea in showing 
it to customers. And, it may be, 
paralysis, which is charged with slay- 
ing so many worthy women, might 
summon in tea to bear part of the 
blame. Of course people will not 
leave off drinking tea because it turns 
their stomachs into tan yards and ink 
factories, any more than they will dis- 
card whiskey because it turns them 
into brutes, or tobacco because it de- 
stroys their nerves.

wanderings and persecution, handing to our age the rites (circumcision and the 
passover) which originated in the morning of history; without estate, yet 
holding the purse strings of Christendom ; without nationality, yet, under 
heaven, controling (as Prime Ministers) the destiny of the foremost vations of 
the earth, (England and France,) with their colonial empire and dependencies 
planted around the globe; renowned for industry, perseverance and thrift ; 
adapting themselves to every condition imposed upon them, in many respects 
giving to their oppressors an example worthy of imitation, yet everywhére in 
their solemn assemblies and sacred moments, turning their faces to the Holy 
City, and with a persistence suggestive of destiny, invoking the God of their 
Fathers to open the way for their Gathering, and more than former day glory 
in the future; patiently waiting for the great work of the last days, when He 
shall set up an ensign for the nations, and shall assemble these outcasts of 
Israel, and gather together |the dispersed of Judah from the four corners of the 
earth.” (Isaiah xi, 12.) Indeed, the whole and following chapter with clarion 
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tones rings down the ages, testifying that though a woman may forget her 
sucking child, yet will not I forget thee, saith the Lord.” (Isaiah Ixix, 15.) 

In the order of persecution which prohibited Judah from being possessed of 
real estate, we find one of the secrets of their present wealth and power, and 
also a certain fulfilment of their great King David's inspiration, where, in the 
47th Psalm, he declares, ‘‘The princes (Hebrew, wealthy) of the people are 
gathered together, even the people of the God of Abraham,” and it may yet be 
found that by the gathering of these Jews shall come the fall of Babylon, con- 

sequent upon this inevitable abstraction of wealth. 
The Christian world, with their accustomed blindness, have for many years 
been making much endeavor to convert to Christianity the Jewish people ; 
both treasure and zeal have been expended for this purpose; but as every en- 
lightened student of prophecy might have foreseen, the results have been nil. 
Judah in a scattered condition never will be converted, unless man can nullify 
the purposes of Jehovab, and vitiate the oracles of his servants the Prophets. 
(See Zechariah, chap. 12, 13, 14.) We already see the manifestation of this 
spirit of gathering, conditions are changing, the Almighty is working to make 
„the wrath of man praise bim.“ These drops are yet but a prelude to the 
shower, the times of the Gentiles are near fulfilled, and not many days hence 
the Elders of Israel will be engaged more directly than hitherto in “ pushing’ 
the gathering of Judah, though indirectly they have already been. When the 
curse fell upon Judah, who by wicked hands bad crucified and slain Jesus of 
Nazareth, a man approved of God,” (Acts ii, 22, 23) the curse also fell upon 
their city and land, the former was besieged and laid waste, and o’er the latter 
the early and latter rains were suspended, until sterility and barrenness ensued ; 
it has for many generations been a parched aud thirsty land,” but in “the 
dispensation of the fulness of times,” God through his servant and Prophet 
Joseph Smith, restored the keys of the holy Priesthood, be came with the 
Spirit and power of Elias, to turn the hearts of the fathers to the children, and 
the hearts of the children to the fathers,” and having laid the foundations for 
“the gathering of the Gentiles,” his authority compelled him also to lay the 
foundation for the gathering of the Jews.” By the spirit of revelation, at 
the April Conference of 1840, held in Commerce, afterwards Nauvco, U. S., 
Orson Hyde and John B. Page, both of the Quorum of the Twelve, were 
appointed on a mission to Jerusalem. They left on the 15th of the same 
month, being commanded to preach by the way, which they did with mueh 
success. Many huudreds, finally, being unwilling that brother Hyde should 
leave America, but like Paul of old, who said, Behold, I go bound in spirit 
to Jerusalem, not knowing the things that shall befall me there,” so said 
brother Hyde, ‘‘ Knowing that the Lord has spoken to me, I not only 
willing to go to Jerusalem, but to die there if necessary.” For some reason 
brother Page failed to come to time, so brother Hyde landed alone in England 
on the 3rd of March, 1841,. having witnessed on bis way many phenomena in 
the heavens, for which see MILLENNIAL Stars of date. We next hear of him 
as about to start from Constantinople, with the Danube for his path anda 
steamer for his chariot ;” then on the 22nd of Nov. from Alexandria, declaring 
that the view of Jerusalem was according to the vision he had prior to leaving 
Nauvoo ; also giving an account of higg@edication by prayer, and according to 
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the authority of the holy Priesthood and calling which he had, the land ot 
Palestine for every preparatory manifestation necessary to the gathering, and 
in a measure for the gathering itself. The following extract from the prayer 
which he offered on the Mount of Olives, will exhibit his spirit,—‘‘ Now, O 
Lord! thy servant has been obedient unto the heavenly vision which thou 
gavest him in his native land, and under the shadow of thine outstretched arm 
he has arrived safely in this place, to dedicate and consecrate this land unto 
Thee, for the gathering together of Judah’s scattered remnants, according to 
the predictions of the holy Prophets,—for the building up of Jerusalem again, 
after it has been so long trodden down of the Gentiles, and for rearing a Temple 


in honor of thy name,” and inasmuch as this land which once ‘‘ flowed with 


milk and honey, has been smitten with barrenness and sterility since it drank 
from murderous hands the blood of Him who never sinned,” Grant, O Lord, in 
the name of thy well-beloved Son, Jesus Christ, to remove this barrenness and 
sterility, and let springs of living water break forth to water its thirsty soil...... 
let the land become abundantly fruitful when possessed by its rightful heirs 
let thy great kindness conquer and subdue the unbelief of thy people 
and incline them to gather upon this land according to thy word.” 

**Thou, O Lord, who didst once move upon the heart of Cyrus to show favor 
unto Jerusalem and her children, do thou now also be pleased to inspire the 
hearts of kings, and the powers of the earth to look with a friendly eye towards 
this place, and with a desire to see thy righteous purposes executed in relation 
thereto,” etc., etc.—Mittenniat Star, Vol. II, 1841. Brother Hyde further 
erected upon the top of the Mount of Olives, and also on what was anciently 
called Mount Zion, where the Temple stood, a pile of stunes as a witness, 
according to the ancient custom, and used the rod according to the prediction 
upon his head.” 

Abundant testimony might be adduced from many sources, that since this 
dedication the blessing of the Almighty has rested upon the land; the early 
and the latter rains have gradually changed the desert, till it begins to bloom 
like the Rose of Sharon ; the bands by which the nations bound the tribe of 
Judah have been gradually slackened ; privileges are afforded them which for 
ages have been unknown, yet the Prophet declared ‘‘ they should not go out 
with haste, nor go by flight, for the Lord would go before them, and the God 
of Israel should be their reward.” (Isaiah lii, 12, and the preceeding verses.) - 

In March 1873, Jerusalem and the holy places were again visited by a dele- 
gation from the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter day Saints. Again the land 
was solemnly dedicated and consecrated for the gathering of its ancient people. 
This honor and mission devolved upon brothers Geo. A. Smith, of the First 
Presidency, ard Lorenzo Snow and Albert Carrington, of the Twelve Apostles. 
Sister Eliza Snow, one of the honorable women of Zion, was also present on 
the occasion. These servants of God, according to the authority and order of 
the holy Priesthood, snpplemented the first dedication, but with increased 
knowledge of the purposes of the Almighty ; and from the Mount of Olives, 
ascended the blessings and benedictions of that order and authority which is 


from everlastiug to everlasting, even without beginning of days or end of 


years.” The world are looking at ‘‘ the signs of the times,” they have eyes, 
but see not, ears, but they hear nother do they understand.” Soon shall 
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we see special messengers, men filled with inspiration, calling upon their bre- 
thren the Jews, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make bis paths straight,” 
and they shall ‘‘ gather his sons from far, and his daughters from the ends of 
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the earth,” for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it. May the God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob, hasten the day when the law shall go forth from Zion, 


and the word of the Lord from Jerusalem. Selah.

Birmingham, Jan. 3, 1877. 
Prest. Albert Carrington. 

Dear Bro., —In entering upon a new 
year 1 thought a few lines in regard to 
the condition aud prospects of this part 
of the Lord’s vineyard would be of 
interest. Myself and Elder Judd 
have been laboring in the Hereford- 
shire, Worcestershire, and Northamp- 
tonsbire districts of this Conference; 
and since the arrival of Bishop Row. 
berry and Elder Atkins, they have 
been laboring in the vicinity of Bir- 
mingham. 

We have twelve Branches where 
meetings are held on Sundays, and in 
some of them meetings are held during 
the week; the Latter-day Saints are 
mainly endeavoring to live like Saints, 
although many are poor in circum 
stances, and in some cases have all 
they can do to exist. They seem to be 
wide awake in the matter of emigra- 
tion, many of them are doing all they 
can to gather; others are looking for 
help from friends or relatives in Utah. 
From present prospects 1 think there 
will be a goodly number who will emi.

season. In our meetings we have a 
fair attendance of strangers, some of 
whom are enquiring after the truth, 
and seem desirous of learning our 
principles.

FresH Grapes.—From Mr. W. H. Perkes we have a bunch of fresh grapes, 
as luscious and nicely flavored as when first taken from the vine. He adupts- 
an excellent method of arresting or rather preventing this fruit from decaying. 
When freshly pulled the bunches are dipped in a solution of lime and water of 
the consistency of cream, which is allowed to dry on them, when they are safely 
boxed, to be brought out, and the lime rinsed from them, as required. 


Horipay ProgramMe.—The sixteenth Ward have an excellent programme 
for the holidays, of which we append a short synopsis: A party on Chris nas, 
commencing at 12 noon, for the children, the poor admitted free. Wedneasslay, 
27th, the annual Ward party, commencing at 4 p:m., proceeds to be given to 
the poor. For the poor, on New Year’s day, dinner at 5 p.m., and a varied 
entertainment, consisting of songs, recitations, instrumental music, etc., by the 
Ward choir and others. We are pleased to note that Bishop Kesler and bis. 
associate brethren are keeping in remembrance the duty of comforting and 
attending to the wants of the poor. 

WII. — We are pleased to learn that the Ladies’ Commission Store, 
for the sale of home-manufactured goods, in the Olid Constitution Buil/iogs, 
is prospering beyond what was anticipated. Its business is strictly legitimate, 
and in unison with the genius and spirit of the Latter-day work, which can be 
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said of but few, if any, establishments in this city. It is worthy the oonside- 
ration and patronage of the people, being a home institution in the true sense, 
dealing only in productions of Utah. The stock comprises numerous articles 


‘of use, and some of ornamentation, and the goods are steadily increasing. It 


is an excellent place wherein to buy holiday goods, of the sensible kind. The 
ladies are doing a good work in the community, and showing an example worthy 
of emulation by the sterner sex. 


PLENTIFUL A&D Goop.—It is a noticeable fact that beef has never been more 
plentiful, cheap, and of more excellent quality in the market on any previous 
season than it is this. 


A SvssTanTIAL BRTDOR.— A new County Bridge over the Weber River, at 
Devil's Gate, Weber Canon, har just been completed, and is one of the best in 
the Territory. It has been constructed by Davis County, aided by the County 
of Weber, under the direction of the County Commissioncr of Davis, Mr. 
Joel Parrish. It is built on the old abutments, but it is intended to replace 
those with new rock abutments in the Spring. The structure is 100 feet long, 
14 feet wide, 13 feet 9 inches in height, and is 14 feet above the present water 
level. The span is 90 feet in the clear, unsupported, the bridge being self-sus- 
taining. The amount of lumber used in the construction was 14,000 feet, red 
pine, and it is bolted together with 106 iron bolts, 1 1-8 inch diameter, and the 
upper and lower girders are made of three-inch plank, spiked and bolted se- 
ourely together. There is neither tenon.nor mortice in the whole bridge, which 
has a curve of six inches in its entire length. The upper and under braces are 
supported on cast iron rests, made in the Territory. It is a splendid job, for 
which the traveling public in that direction are very grateful. It is the only 
wagon bridge of the kind in Utah, the only ones of the same character here- 
about being those on railroad lines. When the bents that were placed in the 
river were removed it did not give a quarterof aninch. Mr. William B. Bar- 
ton of this city directed the work of construction, from plans prepared by his 
brother, Joseph Barten, clerk of Davis County. 


From the Ogden Junction— 


Bic.—The Utah Central Railroad received during November, 21,458,788 
pounds of freight, and forwarded 6,989,350 pounds. How’s that for business? 


Deap !—The Utah Skandinav has woodbined. Gone to meet the ghosts of 
numerous defunct anti- Mormon” journalistic splurges, and waiting for two 
more of the same kidney. 


Hanpsome Donation.—The members of the Elders’ Quorum, and a few 
other persons in the Bear Lake Stake, have donated a herd of very fine stock 
to the Temple Building Funds. The stock consists of cows, steers, and heifers, 
the cash value of which is estimated at $2,500. This isa very handsome dona- 
tion, and the example is worthy of imitation by all the Eldcrs, and other quo- 
rums in the Territory. The animals have been driven to Rhodes’ Valley, where 
they will be provided for during the winter. 


Bishop Layton, of Kaysville, two years ago planted a quarter section of land 
with lucerne, north of Kaysville, on a dry bench. It has never been artificially 
irrigated, and no diteh has ever been run on the land. Yet during the past 
season he raised from that land three hundred tons of lucerne hay and ten tons 
of seed. The seed was sold at a fair price to S. W. Sears, of Salt Lake, who 
has had the honor of shipping the first car load of lucerne or Alfalfa seed to 
California, from whence we used to get all that kind of seed we used in Utah. 
The seed was acknowledged superior te the California growth.—Mr. Joshua 


Williams made 9,000 pounds of cheese, at his factory in Weber County, in two 


months and twenty days, last summer, has sold it all—had orders for 30,000 
pounds, and expects to make 40,000 pounds next season. He says the Morgan 

unty officials are permanently “fixing” the bridge at Peterson’s, over the 
‘Weber river. Hoppers swarmed into that place at the close of summer, bat a 
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great quantity of fall wheat has been planted, and lots of plowing done, and 
nearly every hopper egg which has been examined since the frost set in, has 
been found to have perished. 


The people of Franklin, Weston, Clifton, Oxford, Gentile Valley, Soda 
Springs, Cariboo, and the farming and mining districts adjacent to those places 
are agitating the question of the organization of a new County, embracing the 
places in Idaho above named, and leaving the other portions of Oneida County 
to themselves, under the present name and organization. Following are the 
pro boundaries of the new County: Commencing at the south-west corner 
of Bear Lake County, thence running north along said county line to its north- 
ern boundary, thence east along the northern boundary line of Bear Lake 
‘County to the eastern boundary of Idaho, thence north along the boundary 
line of Idaho to where the waters of Bear River are separated from the waters 
of Blackfoot River, thence running in a westerly direction to the summit of 
the mountains dividing Snake River Valley from Gentile Valley, thence south 
on the summit of the mountains dividing Gentile Valley from Marsh Valley, 
to Red Rock, near Jefferson Hunt's ranch, thence due west to the summit of 
the mountains dividing Cache Valley from Malad, thence along the ridge of 
said mountains to the seuth boundary line of Idaho to the place of beginning. 


From the Provo Enquirer, Dec, 16— 


On Saturday last, (Dec. 9th) according to previous appointment, twenty-two 
teachers of Utah County, assembled at the Brigham Young Academy, for the 
urpose of receiving instructions as to the best means of conducting and regu- 
ting schools, that all might be taught on one uniform and well-tried plan. 
In the forenoon Professor Maeser laid before the teachers the different methods 
adopted in Europe and America, showing their advautages and disadvantages. 
‘He advised the teachers to adopt none of the methods exclusively, but to use 
their judgment in their application. The principle of catechisation was very 
ably dwelt upon, showing the best method of — * asking questions. 
‘The afternoon was occupied with exercises and class drill, there being several 
classes of children present. It is to be hoped that the teachers of the county 
will not neglect this excellent opportunity afforded them. Arrangements will 
be made with the Railroad Company, so that the teachers may travel at redused 
rates.
